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The  hopes  and  fears  of  millions  of  people  were  focused  on  San  Francisco  last  month, 
where  38  foreign  ministers  and  the  delegations  of  60  nations  met  to  commemorate  the 
founding  of  the  United  Nations.  From  its  beginning,  with  prayers  in  the  Cow  Palace, 
to  its  end,  with  the  re-enactment  of  the  signing  of  the  charter,  it  was  a  great  ceremony, 
a  rite  of  propitiation  to  the  goddess,  Peace. 

Some  utilitarian  calculator  might  object  to  the  conspicuous  waste  of  manpower  and 
materials  involved— hundreds  of  brawny  policemen  who  could  be  digging  ditches; 
hundreds  of  secret  service  men  who  could  be  driving  trucks;  hundreds  of  men  and 
women  milling  through  the  news  room,  crowding  into  the  boxes  reserved  for  the 
information  media,  chasing  after  "celebrities"  for  a  statement,  an  interview,  a  picture, 
actually  "making"  the  news  which,  if  they  believe  anything,  they  believe  may  be 
"decisive"— they  could  be  baking  bread;  hundreds  of  delegates  making  thousands  of 
speeches,  saying  the  same  things  over  and  over  again,  occupying  and  failing  to  occupy 
the  best  seats  at  the  opera  house  day  after  day,  sipping  cocktails,  delivering  opinions, 
being  driven  about  in  huge  limousines,  receiving  the  gawking  adulation  of  an  ever 
curious  people— they  could  be  teaching  people  to  read;  lines  and  lines  of  "common" 
people  waiting  for  tickets,  occupying  the  poorer  seats,  thousands  and  mililons  of  them 
immobilized  before  TV  or  radio  receivers— they  could  be  playing  with  children. 

Such  a  critic  would  be  wrong,  however.  Peace  should  never  be  a  problem  to  civilized 
man;  he  should  never  think  in  any  other  terms— and  possibly  now  that  everyone  has 
the  H-bomb,  he  never  will.  But  we  aren't  sure  yet  that  we've  reached  that  happy  state. 
And  possibly  this  very  potlatch,  with  all  its  spendor  and  splash,  with  its  iteration  and 
reiteration  of  the  obvious  and  platitudinous  truths,  will  be  helpful,  a  little,  in  getting 
us  on  toward  that  point  in  human  history  when  such  conferences  will  be  obsolete. 

KPFA  was  happy  to  participate  in  this  event— to  contribute  its  mite  of  manpower  and 
machines  to  this  transient  and  valuable  goal.  We  have  recorded  all  of  the  speeches,  and 
will  schedule  some  of  them  for  rebroadcast  in  full  in  the  future.  This  Folio  features  the 
speeches  of  Mr.  Molotov,  Mr.  Nunez-Portuondo  of  Cuba,  Mr.  Dulles  and  Mr.  Menon  of 
India.

NOTES  ON  THE  UN  —  KPFA's  decision  to  broadcast  the  complete  United  Nations  Com- 
memorative Conference  was  made,  as  you  know,  after  the  Folio  for  that  week  came  out,  and 
it  involved  changes  in  KPFA's  schedule.  Discussions  among  the  staff  about  the  value  of  com- 
plete coverage  led  to  our  posing  the  question  on  the  air,  in  the  announcments  that  some  of 
you  heard  the  evening  of  June  15.  The  response  from  listeners  was  overwhelmingly  in  favor 
of  broadcasting  the  UN  proceedings  in  full,  and  the  next  morning  arrangements  were  completed 
to  go  ahead  with  the  daily,  live  broadcasts  from  the  floor  of  the  Opera  House. 

In  the  course  of  the  week,  while  all  the  speeches  were  being  broadcast  and  recorded 
simultaneously  on  tape,  KPFA  staff  members  managed  to  interview  some  of  the  delegates  to 
the  conference,  and  some  of  the  observers  too.  On  Tuesday,  July  19  at  7:55,  we  will  broadcast 
an  interview  wifh  Senator  Hubert  Humphrey  of  Minnesota,  Democratic  member  of  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee. 

Mr.  Molotov's  speech  will  be  rebroadcast  on  Sunday,  July  10,  at  6:15,  and  this  will  be 
followed  by  the  speech  of  Dr.  Nunez-Portuondo  of  Cuba.  This  was  the  address,  delivered  the 
same  morning  that  Mr.  Molotov  spoke,  in  which  outspoken  criticism  of  Russia  was  ruled  out 
of  order  by  President  van  Kleffens.  On  Tuesday,  July  12,  we  are  scheduling  Mr.  Dulles'  speech 
at  8:35,  and  the  address  of  Mr.  Menon,  Chairman  of  the  Indian  Delegation,  at  9:50. 
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EDWARD  CORSI,  who  resigned  from  the  State  Department  on  account  of  a  well-publicized 
controversy  over  immigration  policy,  recently  visited  the  Bay  Area  to  speak  at  the  National 
Conference  of  Social  Work.  His  address  was  recorded  by  KPFA,  and  will  be  broadcast  at  7:55 
on  Wednesday,  July  13.  At  9:30  the  same  evening,  we  broadcast  an  interview  with  Mr.  Corsi, 
by  Robert  Schutz. 

THE  MUSIC  OF  ALBAN  BERG.— Robert  Erickson  begins  a  new  group  of  programs  on  the 
music  of  Alban  Berg,  in  his  series  "Music  in  our  Time"  Tuesday,  July  12  at  9:05.  Berg  was 
a  student  of  Arnold  Schoenberg,  and  one  of  the  leading  figures  in  contemporary  music.  His 
most  famous  compositions  are  the  Lyric  Suite  for  string  quartet,  the  operas  Wozzeck  and 
Lulu,  and  the  Violin  Concerto,  his  last  work.  Two  less  familiar  compositions  will  be  played 
on  the  recorded  Third  Concert  at  10:20  on  Friday,  July  15:  the  Concerto  for  Violin,  Piano 
and  Thirteen  Wind  Instruments,  and  the  early  Pieces  for  Clarinet. 

COMMENTARY  REBROADCASTS-  Beginning  with  this  Folio  we  are  scheduling  a  period  on 
Saturday  mornings  for  the  rebroadcasting  of  selected  commentaries  of  the  week.  We  have  had 
numerous  requests  for  certain  commentaries,  and  while  we  have  rebroadcast  some  of  these  at 
.unscheduled  times,  this  practice  has  not  met  the  demand.  Now,  if  a  number  of  you  show 
particular  interest  in  one  or  more  of  the  commentaries,  you  may  reasonably  expect  to  hear  it 
again  during  this  rebroadcast  period. 

STUDIO  CONCERTS  -  There  will  be  two  studio  concerts  this  Folio  period.  On  Monday,  July 
11,  at  8:10,  Vera  Woropaieff  will  play  piano  sonatas  by  Mozart,  Schumann,  Scriabin,  and  Hinde- 
mith.  The  following  Monday,  July  18,  at  8:10,  we  will  present  another  piano  recital;  French 
and  Spanish  music,  played  by  Marga  Gortmans. 

SUMMER  SLUMP  —  Many  listeners  who  have  been  with  KPFA  for  some  time  regard  it 
now  as  an  established  institution.  So  it  is,  but  its  establishment  has  rested  on  a  slow  but  steady 
increase  in  subscriptions,  and  its  future  depends  on  a  further  increase  in  listener  support.  At 
the  end  of  May  of  this  year,  KPFA  had  3,546  subscribers,  the  largest  number  in  its  history.  The 
number  has  now  dropped  to  3,463.  To  be  sure,  this  decrease  is  parallel  to  falls  in  previous 
years;  it  is  a  seasonal  slump,  caused  by  the  large  number  of  renewals  coming  due  at  this  time, 
and  we  cannot  claim  to  be  too  alarmed  by  it.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  run  fast  enough  to  stay 
in  the  same  place  for  the  next  month  or  so,  but  it  would  be  lovely  if  we  could  run  fast  enough 
to  overcome  the  drop  and  move  rapidly  ahead  again  before  the  summer  is  over.  Reader,  you 
can  help  us  do  this  by  sending  in  your  renewal  as  soon  as  it  comes  due,  or  by  tapping  one 
of  your  friends  in  that  great  curious  body  of  steady,  non-subscribing  listeners.  For  those 
innocent  of  modern  developments  in  radio,  KPFA  will  lend  an  FM  set  for  a  week's  trial.
